LANE VOTED FOR

Reversible Strip From 
12th to Vandeventer 


Designed to Speed 
Rush Hour Flow. 


A bill which would permit 
use of an extra.lane of traffic 
on Market street for eastbound 
motorists in the morning and 
westbound motorists in late 
afternoon was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen today. 

The bill would give the traf- 
fic commissioner authority to 
establish a reversible lane in 
the center of Market, from 
Twelfth street to Vandeventer 
avenue, similar to thé system 
now in use on Grayois avenue. 


The reversible lane is de- 
signed to speed the flow of 
traffic during morning and 
afternoon rush hours. On Grav- 
ois, small metal cones are 
placed on the street to desig- 
nate the. extra lane open to 
heavy traffic. 

Under the bill passed today, 
the reversible lane would be 
used on Market from 7 to 9 
a.m. and 4 to 6 p.m., provid- 
ing five lanes for vehicles mov- 
ing with the heavy traffic and 
three lanes for vehicles going 
in the opposite direction. 

Parking would also be pro- 
hibited on both sides of Mar- 
ket, from Twelfth to Vandeven- 
ter, during rush hours. Park- 
ing is now barred only on the 
south side during morning rush 
hours and on the north side 
during evening rush hours. 

System Made Official. 

The aldermen also made of- 
ficial, by ordinance, the system 
in use on Gravois. The revers- 
ible lane had been instituted 
by the traffic commissioner's 
office. 

A veto by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker of a bill that would 
have permitted parking on 
Twelfth, between O'Fallon and 


| Spruce ‘streets, between 9 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. was sustained by

The announcement said no 
damage had been done to the 
building, and “radiation con- 
tamination . . . has been re- 
moved by standard cleaning 
methods.” It did not explain 
why the incident had been kept 
secret for more than a month. 

The assembly consisted of a 
sphere of uranium 235 about 
634 inches in diameter, sus- 
pended on a tripod. It was-un- 
shielded—‘“unclad”—and there- 
fore had been dubbed “Godiva.” 

The experiment was housed 
behind six-inch concrete walls, 
and monitored by instruments 
from a control room a quarter 
of a mile away. 

The AEC said “malfunction 
of special test equipment” 
caused increased heat in the 
uranium sphere which con- 
sisted of six pieces in three sec- 
tions. Screws hdlding the sec- 
tions together gave way, scatter- 
ing pieces of the sphere for 
“several feet” around the room 
housing “Godiva.” 

It was emphasized that the 
uranium core itself did not ex- 
plede but pieces of the sphere 
“flew apart.” 

A spokesman compared the 
destruction of the unit to “what 
happens when you hold a hot 
glass under cold water.” 

“Godiva” was built in 1951 | 
for experiments with what the 
AEC called “critical” or “de- 
layed” neutrons. “More than 
3500 experiments of various 
kinds had been conducted with 
the assembly.” the AEC said. 

“Because the ‘Godiva’ was 
not especially designed for the 
heavy demands for ‘prompt 
burst’ service irraditions which 
had been made on it, another 
unshielded assembly had al- 
ready been designed which will

CONFIRMS U.S 
HAS NUCLEAR 


WEAPONS THERE 


Disclosure Follows 
Briton’s Remark That 
American NATO: 
Forces in Europe Pos- 
sess Atomic Arms. 


BONN, March 15 (AP)—The 
West German Defense Ministry 
today confirmed that American 
forces in West Germany are 
armed with atomic weapons. 

A spokesman for the ministry 
said the A-weapons include 
projectiles, rockets and bombs. 

Britain’s air marshal, the 
Earl of Bandon, told reporters 
yesterday that the American 
Air Foree in south Germany 
“has had atom bombs and atom 
bomb carriers for some time.” 

This appeared to be the first 
public admission by an Allied 
leader that A-weapons were in 
Germany. 

The Earl of Bandon added 
that his own North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization command, 
the British-Belgian-Dutch Sec- | 
ond Allied Tactical Air Force, 
now had the capacity to deliver 
atomic weapons but did not yet 
possess any. He refused to say 
when atomic weapons would be 
supplied for his Canberra jet | 
bombers. 

The German Defense Ministry 
spokesman told a news confer- 
ence the West German govern- 
ment had long been aware that 
American forces had atomic 
weapons on German soil. He 
declined to give any indication 
where the A-weapons were 
stored and added he did not 
believe that there were any 
hydrogen bombs in Germany. 

The use of atomic weapons 
in combat would require ap- 
proval of the 15-nation council 
of NATO, the spokesman said. 

Allied military leaders have 
repeatedly declared that the 
defense of Europe is based on 
atomic capability. But the con- 
firmation of the actual presence 
of atomic warheads in Europe 
came as a surprise. 

American military authorities 
in Europe declined comment 
saying they were prohibite 
from doing so by the Atomié 
Energy Act of 1954. * 

It was generally assumed the 
A-weapons “are stored west of 
the Rhine. On a closely guard- 
ed base at Bitburg, in the Eifel 
mountains near the Luxembourg 
frontier, both fighter bomber 
squadrons and Army guided 
missile units are stationed. 

United States forces also have 
a huge storage area farther 
south near Kaiserslautern, It 
includes sealed-off areas. be- 
lieved to contain massive under- 
ground stores.

HUNGARIAN JEWISH LEADER 


DIES OF WOUNDS IN TEL AVIV \E 


TEL AVIV, March 15 (AP)— 
Rudolf Kastner; controversial 
Hungarian Jewish leader in 
World War II, died today of an 
assassin’s bullets. Kastner was 
found with three chest wounds 
in a Tel Aviv street early 
March | 4. 

A number of persons were 
rounded up after the shooting 
and police said two young men 
among those detained would be 
charged with murder. 

Kastner had been editor of 
the Hungarian language news- 
paper UJ Kelet in Tel Aviv. 
He headed a Budapest rescue 
committee of Hungarian Jews 
in the Nazi occupation of Hun- 
gary in 1944, After the war he 
was accused of being a stooge 
for the Nazis. In June 1955 a

SOUGHT TO RUN 
CTY NEXT YEAR 


The various departments of 
the city government have re- | 
quested $62,534,000 to finance | 
operations during the fiscal 
year starting April 9, the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
announced today. These re- 
quests will have to be subject- 
ed to drastic cuts, the board 
emphasized. 


The total sought will be about | 
$65,800,000 when the budget- | 
makers take into account Police | 
Department pay increases which | 
may amount to $1,300,000 and | 
$2,000,000 in additional costs | 
which may result from the an- | 
nual readjustment in civil serv- 
ice salary schedules. 


Estimated income from pres- | 
ent tax sources ig. $53,700,000. 
The surplus in the city treasury 
at the end of the 1956-57 fiscal 
year will be between $800,000 
and $1,000,000, it is anticipated. 
This would make about $54,500,- | 
000 available for appropriation | 
next year. Ket 

Appropriations last year) 
amounted to $54,554,000. 

Non-Recurring Income. 

It was pointed out that the 

surplus at the end of the cur- 


rent year is made possible by || 
use of $1,233,000 in non-recur- | 
ring income and by carry-over 
of an operating surplus of $1,- | 
764,000 from the preceding 
year. Non-recurring income in- 
cludes back payments for hos- 
pitals by the state. 

Departmental requests in- 
clude funds to fill job vecan- | 
cies and provide money for ad- | 
ditional hospital employes. 

“These requests must be | 
slashed drastically to maintain 
a balanced budget,” the Board 
of Estimate stated. “Depart- 
mental requests historically are 
considerably higher than the | 
amounts finally approved, but 
this year’s reductions will obvi- 
ously have to be greater than 
ever before. 

“The solution to this finan- 
cial problem lies in two direc- 
tions—a reduction in some serv- 
ices planned or by additional 
revenue. The board will use all 
the experience and ability at 
its command to reduce the 
budget to the bone without 
crippling essential services.” | 

Salary Requests. 

Funds requested“for wages. 
and salaries in the coming year 
total about $47,895,000, as com- 

ared with $42,474,000 spent 
ast year. This is an increase 
of 12.76 per cent. 

City departments have asked 
for $14,639,000 to cover pur- 
chase of materials and supplies, 
which is 21.28 per cent more 
than the $12,070,000 spent last 
year. “This seems to be out 
of proportion,” the Estimate 
Board declared. 

One of the largest increases 
requested came from the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, 
which received $17,247,000 last 
year and wants $22,328,000 in 
the coming year. A large part 
of this increase would go to the 
municipal hospitals. 

City Hospital received $4,- 
506,000 last year and is asking 
for $5,672,000. It wants $4,611,- 
000 for salaries, as compared 
with last year’s $3,448,000. 

Homer Phillips Hospital re- 
ceived $3,663,000 and wants $5,- 
137,000. Its outlay for salaries 
would go up from $2,858,000 
to $3,907,000.

PERMIT FOR NEW 
GAB FIRM MEETS 
STIFF OPPOSITION 


Strong opposition was ex- 
pressed today by the Yellow 
and Laclede Cab companies, the 
Teamsters’ Union, and Black & 
White Cab drivers to the appli- 
cation of a firm head by Don 
Cortor to operate 500 driver- 
owned taxicabs in St. Louis. 
The objections were voiced at 
a hearing before the Board of 
Public Service, which must pass 
on the application. Cortor 
urged its approval. The board 
took the application under ad- 
visement. 

Stanley Rosenblum, attorney 
for Local 405 of the Teamsters’ 
Union, which ousted Cortor fol- 
lowing a wildcat taxicab strike 
last August, told the Board of 
Public Service: 

"There is not enough busi- 
ness for the existing companies. 
We are not here in a spirit of 
vindictiveness or punishment, 
or because of any difference in 
the past between the union and 
Cortor,. We are here only to 
consider the best interests of 
the public.” 

Rosenblum read a statement 
reported to have been made by 
Cortor at a union disclipinary 
hearing which resulted in Cor- 
tor’s ouster. Cortor was quoted 
as saying taxicab drivers could 
not make a year-around living 
at their jobs. 

Need for Cabs Denied. 

Representatives of the La- 
and Yellow Cab 
Co., denied there was a need 
for more taxicabs in St. Louis, 
as Cortor asserted. 

John T. Murphy, lawyer for 
Laclede, said: “Since 1954 La- 
clede has offered its customers 
free rides if our cabs do not 
answer their calls within 10 
minutes, except in 
weather. Our records show that 
our cabs answer calls within 
four minutes on the average.” 

William Seibert, president of 
Yellow Cab, said there is a 
scarcity of taxicab drivers, not 
cabs, in the city, 

Disputing a statement by 
Cortor that taxicab service has 
been inadequate at Union Sta- 
tion, Seibert read a letter from 
Armstrong Chinn, president of 
the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, who said cab service at the 
station was adequate. 

Cortor, contending there is a 
need for additional cabs in the 
city, told the board he had affi- 
davits from persons who said 
they had to wait as long as one 
hour and 15 minutes for taxicab 
service.

Arab politicians build careers on popular distrust and hatred 
of the Jewish state. An anti-Commanist platform does not have 
the same magit appeal to inflame mobs and attract votes. 


On a recent tour of the area, 
it was found ‘that Arab leaders: 
now will use the word “Israel” 
in private conservations, where- 
as they used to avoid the’term, 
saying only “the Jews.” But 
maps uséd in Arab countries still 


identify Israel only as “Jewish- 
occupied territory.” 

To the traveler, it is a com- 
monplace that the Arab states 
bar Jews, An American 6eek- 
ing a Visa for entry into an 
Arab country often must submit 
a certificate from the Amer- 
ican embassy stating that he 
has sworn he is "a member of 
the Christian community.” 


Visa Causes Bar. 

An Israeli visa,in one’s pass- 
port is cause for automatic. bar- 
ring from any of the Arab 
states. Some of them deliberate- 
ly overlook the fact, however, 
that the Israeli government oc- 
casionally issues a visa on a 
separate piece of paper so that 
the passport will contain no 
indication that the traveler has 
been to Israel. 

These restrictions are part of 
the Arab policy of refusing to 
admit the existence of Israel 
as a state. Saudi Arabia goes 
so far as to refuse entry to 
someone whose passport con- | 
tains the word “Israel.” 


This point came up recently 


when an American asked at 
the Saudi Arabian embassy for | 
a visa to enter Saudi Arabia. | 
The consul said this would be | 
impossible unless the traveler 
first removed the word “Israel” 
from the standard notation 
waiving the temporary blanket 
restriction on American travel 
to Egypt, Israel, Jordan and 
Syria. : 
‘Sam’ Questioned.

name. 

“‘Sam’ sounds Jewish,” the 
official said. , 

“What about ‘Uncle Sam’?” 
the American asked, quick as 
a flash, and the official laughed

In Egypt, President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser and his more 
sophisticated subordinates adopt 
a tolerant, moderate approach 
in talking with foreign diplo- 
mats and correspondents. But 
Radio Cairo’s “Voice of the 
Arabs” calls continually for 
driving the Jews into the sea. 
Nasser’s apologists shrug this 
propaganda off as just so much 
meaningless Arab oratory, but 
it does have a steady impact 
on the thinking of the Arab 
masses, 

Maj. Shalah Salem, Nasser’s 
former minister of national 
guidance and still an articulate 
spokesman for the official 
Egyptian view, even though it 
is at present under unexplained 
house arrest, told the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“If Russia should ever attack 
the Arab countries, the Rus- 
sians would leave us in our 
homes. But if the Israelis at- 
tacked us, they would drive us 
from our homes and lands for- 
ever. We saw that happen in 
Palestine, .and the 1,000,000 
refugees are living proof of if. 

“Israel intends to extend its 
territory from the Nile to the 
Euphrates. That goal is printed 
on the entrance of the Knesset 
in Jerusalem.” 

Explanations Copflict. 

(Without going into the pros 
and cons of the Israeli-Arab dis- 
pute, it should be said that 
there are conflicting explana- 
tions for the Arab refugee 
exodus in 1948. The Arabs say 
the refugees were chased out | 
by the Israelis and fled for fear 


‘toward Israel, 


of their lives. The Israelis say 
Arab leaders ordered Palestine | 
Arabs to leave, promising they | 


could return in a few weeks 
after Arab armies had won a 
quick victory over the Israelis. 

(As for the alleged inscrip- 
tion on the door of the Knesset, 
the Israeli parliament, this is 
a story often heard from re- 
sponsible Arabs. Examination 
of the Knesset and inquiry in 
Israel has disclosed no basis 
for the story.) 

Jordan, which has suffered 
more than any other Arab coun- 
try from the effects of the 1948 
Palestine war, tried unsuccess- 
fully in 1950 to move toward a 
solution of the dispute through 
temporary resettlement of the 
half million refugees in Jordan. 
But the refugees and other 
west bank elements that make 
up a majority of the population 
and dominate the present gov- 
ernment insist on a policy that 
leaves little prospect for peace. 

_ Business Rival. 

Lebanon is a special case. 
Leaders of this prosperous lit- 
tle country appear to regard 
Israel more as a potential busi- 
ness rival than as an illegal 
interloper in the Middle East. 
In Lebanon, one hears little 
about the alleged illegality and 
immorality of Israel’s presence 
but much about the business 
that Haifa and Tel Aviv would 


‘take from Beirut if the Arab 


boycott of Israel should come 
to an end. 

Observers who know Iraq 
well say it is far more inter- 
ested in developing its econ- 
omy through wise use of its oil 
revenues than it is in worrying 
about Israel. They say Iraq is 
like a man, hard at work dig- 
ging a ditch, who shouts over 
his shoulder from time to time, 
“oh yes, the hell with Israel.” 
Traq does, in fact, issue harsh- 
er and more frequent. official 
condemnations of .Israel than 
do the other Arab states, call- 
ing often for the extermination 
of the Jewish state. 

It seems clear that the con- 
tinuing instability over Pales- 
tine is a hindrance to fraqi 
progress, whereas the dispute 
is turned to positive political 
advantage by the demagogues 
in Egypt, Syria and Jordan. 
But if Iraqi leaders hold such 
sentiments, they say nothing of 
them to short-time visitors. — 

Favoritism Charged. 

Throughout the Arab states, 

one encounters charges that the 


United States has shown gross | 


favoritism toward Israel. To 
prove it, the fact is cited that 
the Arabs, with their 40,000,000 
population, have been allotted 
a total of $132,000,000 in the 
last nine years, while Israel 
alone, with its 1,800,000 popu- 
lation, has been allotted $157,- 
000.000 in the same _ period. 


Israel also receives substantial | 


private contributions from 
Americans. 

If the United States were 
going to win solid Arab friend- 
ship, it certainly would have 
done so by its harsh attitude

These questions were, and 
are, as follows: 

1. Who is authorized to say 
whether a President is un- 
able to discharge the powers 
and duties of his office? 

The answer is that nobody 
is clearly authorized, that

County administration is 
diffused among a large number of 
separate, independent officers, elect- 
ed by the people and thus virtually 
armed with a mandate to answer to 
nobody but their own conscience. 
Such practice ef willy-nilly govern- 
ment violates all tenets of sound 


administra ; 

This condition need not be al- 
lowed to continue; there are superior 
forms of county government avail- 
able through reorganization. 

One of the more popular, because 
of its ability to bring administration 
processes under central control, is 
the county manager plan, Under 
this plan all elective offices (possi- 
bly excepting the prosecuting attor- 
ney and auditor) are abolished. The 
board of county commissioners is 
made the legislative and executive 
head. 

The board then employs a county 
‘ manager who is placed in charge of 
-actual administration. Thus by this 
means a more’ esslike organi- 
zation results. It is more under- 
standable by a larger number of the 
voting public. It is more efficient 
in operation; and it is more con- 
ducive to conservation in the level 
of county taxes and expenditures. 

Maybe the convening of an old- 
fashioned town meeting will prove 
to be a good start for the citizens of 
St. Louis county, toward making re- 
covery of courthouse fumbles.

Caught in the Budget Fire 


The dispute over who, if anybody, is going to 
eut the budget has begun to play into the hands 
of those who oppose federal aid for school 
eonstruction. 

As it happens, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce is a leading advocate of budget cut- 
ting and likewise a leading enemy ‘of federal aid 
te education. So it is natural for the Chamber's 
spokesmen to equate the two legislative objec- 
tives. Now House Democratic Leader John Mce- 
Cermack says the economy drive may “finish 
off” the school program unless President Eisen- 
hower does something about it. 

We agree that the President needs to exert 

strong leadership for the school legislation, but 
it occurs te us that Mr. McCormack and other 
Democratic leaders in Congress also have a 
responsibility. 
. Last year the school program was defeated 
because the Powell amendment and the dispute 
over distribution formulas permitted covert ene- 
mies of school aid to outmaneuver what was un- 
doubtedly a majority in favor of the program. 
It would be a tragic irony if this year school aid 
were to be defeated because Republicans and 
Democrats were trying to outmaneuver each 
other on responsibility for the budget. 

As Secretary Folsom told a House subcommit- 
tee, in his spirited rebuttal to the Chamber at- 
tack on the school bill, the economizers are dis- 
torting the facts when they present the bill as 
dangerously increasing the budget. 

In point of fact, President Eisenhower's pro- 
gram—which most educators consider a rock- 
bottom one—calls for expenditures of $1,300,- 
000,000 over four years, or $325,000,000 a year. 
The annual outlay represents less than one-half 
of one per cent of the total budget for 1957-58. 
Thus even if the entire program were elimi- 
nated, no very great triumph for economy would 
be achieved. 

Any economy that were achieved, moreover, 
would be a false one, The nation’s need for 
new school constructign that cannot be met 
from local resources is real and undeniable. It 
will not go away. It will exist next year as it 
exists now. Failure to begin meeting the need 
now can only mean a more serious situation to 
be faced when the program does begin, as it 
must. 

The U.S. Chamber of Commerce and other 
opponents have made a strong effort to deny 
that the need exists, but Secretary Folsom 
pointed out in his testimony that the effort was 
based on “seriously misleading and inaccurate 
statements.” For example, one Chamber spokes- 
man argued that local resources are sufficient to 
meet the need because the rate of school bond 
issues indicates that 96,000 locally financed 
classrooms will be built. But it turned out he 
had “projected” over the whole year figures 
for the four heaviest months of bond sales, thus 
working into his statistics a good many paper 
or mythical classrooms, instead of the kind 
ehildren can go to school in. | 

Every responsible study based on information 
from the school districts themselves shows a 
great construction need that is not being locally 
met. It is time for the Federal Government to 
lend a hand in meeting it. 
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Boone, Twain and Now Ozark 
Kicking the Missouri Highway Department 
around is a favorite sport at meetings to protest 
against expressway routes, So the objectors to 
the Ozark expressway plan are only following a 
well established precedent when they shout 
down. representatives of the department who 

offer explanations for the routing decisions. 
Home owners who must move to make way 
for a public improvement are entitled to sym- 
pathy. And yet if the Board of Aldermen is to 
weigh the Ozark route controversy by its merits, 
and not by political pressures, it will have to 
start with the knowledge that the Missouri High- 
way Department, having no ax to grind except 


that cf building the most efficient and useful - 


expressways, is more likely to be right on ques- 
tions of location and engineering than persons 
with a sentimental or property interest in the 
decision. 

Nobody blames the objectors for objecting. 
But, as the Daniel Boone and Mark Twain route 
eontroversies have shown, the decision as to 
what is best for the community as a whole can- 
not be made on the basis of the views of one 
part of the community. If expressways were 
built only where nobody objected to them, no 
expressways would be built. 
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Ready for the Ship Canal 


With the initial phase of planning completed, 
Congress will be asked at Senate hearings early 
next month for money to start construction of a 
tidewater ship canal at the Port of New Orleans. 
St. Louisans, along with the people of their sister 
eity at the mouth of Mississippi, will watch the 
progress of this project with much interest, for 
it will serve a valuable purpose to us, too. 

The ship cahal will afford shorter, safer, more 
reliable linkage of New Orleans with the open 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico than do the natural 
passes through the marshlands at the mouth of 
the great river. St. Louis’s chemical, electrical 
and automobile industries are only some of those 
which use the New Orleans gateway to the seven 
seas and will benefit from the ship canal. 

The sooner funds can be made available and 
construction completed, the sooner this new fa- 
cility will start serving the entire Mississippi 
Valley which is the midland of America. 
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Cuban Rebels and Palace Guards 


For the fifth time since he seized power from 
Carlos Prio Socorras in 1952, President Fulgen- 
cio Batista has quickly suppressed a revolt 
against his tight military dictatorship. But the 
ease with which the rebels were thwarted should 
not be interpreted as evidence that Batista has 
a hold that cannot be shaken. 

A few score revolutionists, in a wild gamble 
that had little chance of success, swept down on 
the presidential palace in the heart of Havana, 
hoping to kill or capture Batista. Palace guards, 
and troops and armored cars from Camp Colom- 
bia, eight miles away, quickly dispersed them. 
Forty persons were killed and 60 wounded. 

At the least, the rebels displayed a reckless 
daring and determination. At best, they accom- 
plished nothing but a protest. | 

They were reported to have been mostly stu- 
dents, and the Cuban university students have a 
long tradition of struggle against Spanish ty- 
rants and Cuban dictators. At the eastern end 
of Cuba in the mountains are Fidel Castro with 
his band, still holding out despite frequent re- 
ports of his demise. In Batista’s own army 
there are soldiers waiting to turn against him, 
as evidencea by jailing or dismissal of officers 
from time to time. Herbert Matthews of the 
New. York Times, who recently visited Cuba 
and; reported on the unrest, wrote ast month 
that “respected political, business and profes- 
sional groups” are also waiting their chance to 


> unseat Batiste. 


President Batista, in saying there was nothing 
te Mr. Matthews's unusual dispatches, seems te 
j 
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have been too optimistic. That there is so much 
turmoil and bloodshed during Cuba’s most pros- 
perous years is evidence of how deeply the peo- 
ple feel against Batista’s dictatorial methods. 
It can be safely predicted. that Batista’s terrer- 
istic reprisals, such as the slaying of the widely 
respected Senator Pelayo Cuervo Navarro, will 
only fan the flames of resistance. 


Another Tawdry Chapter 
The Teamsters’ investigation is developing 
another object lesson in what is likely to happen 
when ungavory characters gain control of a 
labor organization and use its power and its 


funds for purposes which have nothing to do 


with legitimate collective bargaining or other 
activities for the Welfare of the membership. . 

Of course, the arrest of James R. Hoffa, ris- 
ing strong man in the union, on a charge of 
bribery to obtain Government documents is not 
in itself proof of guilt. But if the circum- 
stances are as reported by the McClellan eom- 
mittee—that Mr. Hoffa bribed a lawyer to be 
his “plant” on the committee staff, and was 
arrested with stolen documents in his possession 
—he is in plenty of trouble. 

Likewise guilt ig not finally established be- 
eause District Attorney William M. Langley of 
Portland, Ore., took refuge in the Fifth Amend- 
ment rather than answer questions about his 
connections with racketeering union officials. 
But what are the people of Portland to think 
when their prosecuting attorney, who is sup- 
posed to enforce the law, reveals that there is 
something in his record which he fears might 
incriminate him? : 

These men and others being examined 
the McClellan Committee are entitled to due 
process of law, and undoubtedly they will get it. 
If they had clean records, they would have noth- 
ing to fear. 

Because of the essential work performed by 
teamsters, their union naturally is powerful. 
But Mr. Hoffa need not worry if he has not 
abused this power. Because teamsters are gen- 
erally isolated, not working side by side as in a 
factory, it is relatively easy for undesirable 
characters to insinuate themselves into office. 
The workers are less likely to know them, and 
they are less likely to form organized opposi- 
tion. But if Mr. Hoffa did not take advantage 
of these possibilities, and if politicians did not 
join usurping labor leaders in rackets and 
worse, again they have nothing to fear. 

Mr. Hoffa does not want his case tried in the 
newspapers. No newspaper can convict him, No 
court and no committee can convict without evi- 


dence. But the story is being told, chapter by ~ 


chapter. And the last chapter before long 
should be open for reading. If we had to guess, 
we would guess that Mr. Hoffa will face all the 
evidence he cares to face before he is through. 
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Nursing Homes Take on a Job 

With a first-rate set of standards to work to, 
nursing home operators in Missouri now have 
an opportunity to bring their business to the 
public status it deserves. In St. Louis and St. 
Louis county real progress is being made. 

Radical improvement is not likely overnight, 
nor is it expected. To begin with, operators 
should be taking the initiative jn bringing about 
the improvements which they are already satis- 
fied they can afford at the going prices for their 
services. Those who do not move on their own 
initiative should be pressed by the authorities. 
A gradual approach is acceptable only when it 
is continuous and when it proceeds with reason- 
able briskness. 

Improvement will not be likely to get too far 
before the operators and authorities alike run 
into the need for further facts. That is why 
we think County Health Commissioner Domke 
is taking a sensible tack in introducing the sub- 
ject of cost accounting as one of the beginning 
steps. When it is known how much a sprinkler 
system—or a fife alarm system—or any other 
item of improvement will cost per patient 
month, which is the unit the operators are paid, 
the authorities will have a most telling point of 
fact behind which to put their pressure. 

By and large, operators have shown a ¢com- 
mendable disposition to go as far as they ean 
as fast as they can. The economic facts of life 
in this largely neglected field are formidable. 
The problems they present must be attacked as 
the enforcement of regualtory measures presses 
ahead. , 
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. The School Race Begins 


The St. Louis School Board race has begun 
in earnest. Nine candidates are seeking the 
four seats that will be at stake April 2,‘ and 
eight of them turned out to state their views 
at a meeting of the Public School Patrons Al- 
liance the other night. On the basis of that 
showing, the field as a whole appears somewhat 
disappointing. 

Candidate Donald L. Carpenter, an insurance 
salesman, admitted, for example, that the only 
issue with which he was well acquainted was 
the matter of a northwest high school. Michael 
J. Hart, an attorney, reported he was running 
for a seat on the non-partisan Board because of 
his belief the Republicans should be represented. 
Dr. Walter A. Younge, Negro physician, indi- 
cated he did not have the “highfalutin” ideas 
that some people thought he had when he was 
slated by the Blue Ribbon group two years ago. 
Several other candidates displayed only meager 
knowledge of school affairs. 

An exception was Echeal Feinstein, an attor- 
ney long active as a volunteer worker in the 
field of publie education. He is running on a 
i2-point platform that includes such goals as 
establishment of “classes of 30” immediately, 
beginning in the first grade, and emphasis on 
such fundamental subjects as language, science, 
mathematics, history, geography.

The steady measures of eritical praise 
for Catherine Owens Peare’s recently 
published “William Penn: A Biography” 


Tolles’s groun bi- 
ography of the Scottish Quaker who in 
the ensuing half-century attained varied 
eminences that earned him the nick- 
name of “Quaker virtuoso.” 

The son of a penurious Scottish Quak- 
er schoolmaster, James Logan lived a 
boyhood shadowed by poverty, aliena- 
tion from the world 
about him, insecu- 
rity, and fear (“I 
knew nothing out 
of school but ter- 
ror and horror”). 
He had an insatia- 
ble thirst for learn- 
ing; he hungered 
also for wealth and 
station. 

In Pennsylvania 
he broadened and 
deepened the learn- 
ing that was a ma- 
jor part of his sub- 
stantial character, 
He was enterpris- 
ing and successful in attaining the oth- 
er two thirds of his ambition: “Unless 
the merchant exert himself, the scholar 
will starve.” 

For years he was Penn’s confidential 
adviser. He became mayor of Philadel- 
phia and held many other municipal 
and provincial offices. He achieved 
notable success in negotiations with the 
Indians, whom he showed generous hos- 
pitality on his vast estate, in the pro- 
cess of cementing their long-lasting 
friendship with the colony, He traded 
in furs; he became an ironmaster; he 
pioneered in colonial commercial de- 
velopment.

Light Pins Wanted, 
Wooden You Know. 
T least a partial explana- 
tion of St. Louis bowlers’ 
remarkable success at 


achieving the nation’s highest 
| scores was brought out this 
| week as we checked into re- 


ports of a shortage of light- 
weight pins. 


“The shortage is in the 
lighter plastic-covered pins, 
not the solid wood ones,” said 
Bill Harrison, local manager 
of one of the big bowling 
equipment firms. “But that 
doesn’t affect St. Louis so 
much because this is one of 
the few areas in the country 
that still hes a preference for 
the solid wood type. In the 
nation as a whole the plastic 
pins are preferred about 4 to 
1, but St. Louis proprietors 
buy the all-wood at a ratio of 
about 60 to 40.” 


St. Louis is exceptionally 
score conscious, We were told. 
Because the plastic-covered 
pins are not generally be- 
lieved to make for high scor- 
ing, many proprietors here 
go to extra expense in order 
to provide the old-fashioned 
type. 

The pin weight preferred 
at the better-scoring houses 
usually runs from three 
pounds, two ounces to three 
pounds, four ounces. If a 
plastic pin can be obtained at 
this weight it is regarded as 
a good scoring pin, but it is 
difficult to get them this 
light. 

“A plasti¢ pin is actually a 
standard wooden pin with 
just enough shaved off to 
permit a heavy coating of 
plastic to be added without 
changing the A.B.C. specifi- 
cations for the size of a pin,” 
Harrison told us. “But be- 
cause plastic is heavier than 
wood, this increases the 
weight of the pin several 
ounces. To get a set of plas- 
tics that will average three 

unds, four ounces you'd 

ve to start with pins that 
weigh only about. three 
pounds, one ounce. And 
they're hard to find.”

ROM each hard maple tree 
F that is selected for making 
pins there is just a certain 
amount that will weigh light 
enough to provide pins under 
three pounds, four ounces. 
Harrison estimated that about 
42 per cent of each block will 
weigh between 3-4 and 3-6. 
the remainder, just 35 
per cent will weigh less, and 
the rest will range into the 
heavier pins, some going over 

the A.B.C. limit of 3-10. 


weighing in the 3-2 to 3-4 
bracket,” said Harrison. 

It is a recognized fact that 
the plastic-covered pins are 
more economical, even though 
they cost about 60 per cent 
more. The weoden pins cost 
about $30 for a set of 10, 
while the plastic runs about 
$48. The difference is more 
than made up by the average 
life of the plastics. While es- 
timates vary, the all-wood ap- 
parently are good for about 
1000 games, while the plastics 
are expected to last for at 
least 2500. 

Good scores attract custom- 
ers to a bowling alley, how~- 
ever, and many St. Louis pro- 
prietors figure that the odded 
cost of providing light wooden 
pins is a necessary expense. 

“I could save money for a 
season — about $1200 — by 
switching to plastic,” one pro- 
prietor told us, “but the next 
season I’d lose all that and 
more because the leagues 
would start pulling out after 
their scores went down a 
little.” 

Even heavier all-wood pins 
have a considerably longer 
life expectancy than those 
just a few ounces lighter, but 
the bowlers can notice the 
difference, There will be a 
few more “taps” and diffi- 
cult splits because a pin that 
formerly fell only wobbled,

900 ENGINEERS FROM INDIA 
TO GET ‘TRAINING IN U.S. 


New York Times News Service 

NEW DELHI, March 15—Be- 
tween 900 and 1000 Indian en- 
gineers will be sent to the 
United States in the next five 
years to receive training in iron 
and steel technology, Ellsworth 
Bunker, United States Ambas- 
sador to India, announced yes- 
terday. He said it was largest 
exchange project ever planned 
between the two countries. 

The agreement is among the 
Government of India, the Ford 
Foundataion and reppresenta- 
tives of the United States iron 
and steel industry. India will 
pay the transportation costs and 
the United States steel indus- 
try will provide training in 
foundries and steel plants. The 
Ford Foundation, which will 
pay the students’ living costs, 
has set aside about $1,000,000 
for the first year of the project.

“inquiry into all the facts.” 

“The pattern is too clear, the 
repeated premature disclosure 
to selected news media too con- 
sistent, to permit us to dismiss 
this episode as a succession of 
innocent errors,” Sisk said. 

“It is time we got to the 
bottom of this mess and fixed 
responsibility. If we need se- 
curity regulations, they must 
be made to protect the security 
of this nation and not be manip- 
ulated for private or political 
gain.” 

Inquiries Begun. 

Subcommittee Chairman John 
E. Moss (Dem.), California, said 
his group has alréady conduct- 
ed “very preliminary inquiries” 
into the affair becausé,of com- 
plaints already received from 
others he did not name.\He said 
Sisk’s request would receive 
“full consideration.” 

Sisk said his preliminary in- 
formation was that “violations 
of security at the very top level 
of our Government” may have 
endangered the lives of the 
flyers on the round-the-world 
mission.

RE are a lot of rules in 

this world and a good many 

of them were made to be 
broken. One rule that shouldn't 
be broken, however, is the one 
that says there should be a sep- 
arate chimney flue for each 
piece of heating equipment in 
the house. 

This means that if you have 
an oil fired furnace and a gas 
water heater, the stove pipes 
from each unit should not be 
connected into the same chim- 
ney flue. They should each 
have a flue of their own. If you 
have a furnace it should not be 
eonnected into the fireplace 
fille, but should have a flue all 
of its own. 

The reason for this rule is 
that when two or more pieces 
of fuel burning equipment are 
connected into the same. flue of 
a chimney, one of them tends to 
cancel out the draft of the oth- 
er. This can cause smoking, 
poor combustion, loss of heat- 
ing efficiency and a house full 
of dangerous fumes. 

If a chimney only has one 
flue there isn’t much you can 
do to add another flue short of 
rebuilding the chimney but in 
this day and age it is possible 
to install low cost pre-fabri- 
cated chimneys to. handle oil, 
gas and even coal burning ap- 

liances. In the case “gas 

rning equipment, a flue can 
be added with considerable ease

Sixth Graders Play the Stock Market 


Midland School Class Learning About Securities, Arithmetic in Its Own Miniature Exchange 


By Mary Kimbrough 


MINIATURE stock exchange 


—complete with 12-year-old . 


brokers, play money and 
shares printed on a toy press— 
is flourishing in a sixth-grade 
classroom at Midland School in 
the Ritenour School District, 
Overland, where students are 
learning mathematics by buying 
and selling and totaling up their 
profits and losses. 

Unfortunately, with Wall 
street affected by the tense 
world situation, they’re learning 
a little more about loss than 
about gain. But that doesn’t 
slow down the brisk trading 
every Monday morning when 
the exchange is opened for 
business. | 

Playing stock market is In- 
structor Frank Veres's method 
of adding spice to arithmetic 
lessons, but his young financiers 
are learning far more than mul- 
tiplication, division, decimals 
and percentages. They also are 
discovering how an _ unstable 
world situation is reflected in 
financial transactions and how 
certain industries can be ex- 
pected to flourish or decline in 
today’s world of chemicals, elec- 
tronics and atomic power. 

“It all started when the stu- 
dents were learning to work 
with decimals,” said Veres. 
“We were talking, too, of places 
we might like to visit, and the 
students said they wanted to 
see how a stock market op- 
erates. So, in addition to going 
downtown to visit a brokerage 
office, we set up our own (ex- 
change.” 


+. -— * 

VERY student received $1000 

in play money and was taught 

to make up a simple ledger 
sheet listing the date of pur- 
chase, name of stock, number 
of shares, anfount per share, 
total cost, the number of shares 
sold and amount received, profit 
or loss in dollars and cents, 
decimal profit or loss and per- 
centage profit or loss. At the 
end of the two-month experi- 
ment next week they will total 
up all their transactions and 
see how they came out. 


“So far, most of them have 
sold their stocks at a loss be- 
cause af the general downward 
trend of the market,” said 
Veres. “We check the financial 
page of the Post-Dispatch every 
Monday and buy and sell ac- 


_ cording to those figures. 


“Some are trying to hold 
their stocks, as they learn to 
ride out a small .oss. But oth- 
ers, seeing the stocks go down 
for several weeks in a row, fig- 
ure they'd better sell before 
they lose even more. Then, 
they may buy something else 
and try to make a profit on 
that.” 


Most of the pupils, Veres 
said, are trading in stocks rang- 
ing around the $50 per share 
price. A few, hoping for a quick 
profit, have bought $5 stocks, 
while others have gone as high 
as $160 per share. Most deal in 
three or four stocks at a time, 
saving a portion of their cash 
for further transactions. 


The class selected as brokers 
Donald Roemer and Wylaine 


Vornbrock, both of ‘whom, 
Veres said, are particularly 
good mathematics students. 


They buy and sell stocks ac- 
cording to the individual traders’ 
wishes, keeping detailed | ac- 
counts of all transactions. 

But they don’t act as finan-

cial counselors nor do they 
charge fees. 

“We thought that would make 
the ‘accounting too complex,” 
Veres said. “The pupils work 
in small groups and although 
each makes his own decision 
on what stocks to buy or when 
is the best time to sell, they 
discuss the wisdom of certain 
transactions in these groups. 
The brokers merely serve as the 
buying or selling agent. 


“We have discussed brokerage 
fees in class and at the end of 
the project we will include the 
fees in the final accounting. 


Right now, we're particularly 
interested in learning how to 
arrive at the decimal profit or 
loss by figuring the transactions 
and how to translate that deci? 
mal into percentage. 

“They can sell all or a por- 
tion of their stock in a com- 
pany, or they can hang on to 
what they have bought and hope 
the prices will rise enough to 
show a profit at the end of the 


project. 
T chases and sales with their 

parents at home and often 
they buy the same kind of 
stocks that their parents own 
-—— railroads, for instance, or 
steel or chemicals.”

HE phrase loser-on-a-loser 
T is a rather vague sounding 

name for a fairly simple 
bridge play which is too fre- 
quently overlooked by even top- 
flight players. Today’s declarer 
actually was a Life Master. In 
this hand at least he didn’t live 
up to his exalted title. (There 
are so many Life Masters today 
that we'd like to recommend to 
the American Contract Bridge 
League that they invent a new- 
er, more exclusive grouping for 
the top few who have Master 
Points in the thousands. Call 
them, say, Eternity Masters.)

West's club overcall was sure- 
ly justifiable, not vulnerable, 
and North's light free raise to 
two spades was in the style we 
like.

West opened the club king 
and declarer’s inventory showed 
that in addition to one sure 
loser in all suits but trumps he 
had to do something about his 
third club—either trump it in 
dummy or set up a heart dis- 
card for it. He decided, rightly, 
that the chances of the three- 
three heart break needed for 
the second plan to be success- 
ful were poor. So he adopted 
the line of play which most 
average to near expert players 
would. He ducked the first 
club, won the continuation and 
then played two high trumps— 
the king from dummy and fin- 
ishing with the ace in his hand 
—and then led his third club 
to ruff in dummy. This line of 
play would have worked either 
if West had three clubs or 
didn’t have the jack of trumps. 
Neither came off and the can- 
tract went down one. 


Here's where the loser-on-a- 
loser play would have worked: 
somehow or other most of us 
don’t either look for it or find 
it often enough. Declarer 
should have postponed drawing 
trumps, After losing one club 
and then winning the ace he 
should lead his third club and 
not trump it in dummy but 
throw dummy’s losing diamond 
on it instead. Now the defense 
would have had no antidote. 
Three rounds of diamonds, with 
declarer’s own third round loser 
being trumped in dummy, now 
that the groundwork was laid, 
would bring home the bacon. 


This line of play works 
against all but very unlikely 
East-West diamond _— distribu- 
tions; either a singleton with 
West or only three originally in 
the East hand and with the 
heart jack besides.

WAS hot surprised that 
| President Eisenhower was 

asked by the House of Rep- 
resentatives to recommend cuts 
in his $71,800,000,000 budget.

Byrd, whom I remember most 
vividly as a young man in the 
Navy. He had had a football 
accident and was afraid he 
might not be able to continue 
in his chosen career, but he 
was putting up a strong fight 
to stay in. 

My husband and I had a 
great admiration for him then 
and all through his later life, 
for we saw a great deal of 
him. I am grateful that I had 
the opportunity to know this 
very great man and had the 
intimate sense of his continu- 
ing friendship.
